DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter 
recited in claim 8 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered.

Response to Amendment 

Applicant states in remarks that a certain degree of porosity is either inherent in or 
can be designated into a filament wound polymeric housing and that in either case the 
housing would be represented in the same manner as shown wherein. It is believed 
that the claimed invention of fig. 8 is not shown since the specification discloses in 
paragraphs 29 and 30 alternative structure for venting the gas in which the tube 
member and vent passage are not required, however each figure discloses the use of a 
one or the other. No figure discloses the housing without the use of a tube member 
and/ or vent passage.
